The Centaurian Sentinel: How did you 
become involved in Babylon 5? 

Richard Biggs: | just came off of a soap, five 
years playing a doctor on Days Of Our Lives, 
and | went to New York to get back into the- 
ater. While | was in New York, a lot of the guys 
| had auditioned with were talking about this 
new show coming out, looking for a doctor. | 
was determined to stay in New York and do 
some theater, but | kept asking my buddies, 
“Have they found somebody?” and they said, 
“No, they've seen everybody, but they haven't 
found anybody.” So finally | said, “Let me fly 
back,” anq | talked to my agent. It was about 
two weeks before they were 
going to shoot this thing 
and | was one of the last 
people that they saw. | 

went in, and the character 
was something that | had 
been familiar with, since | had 
played doctors before. 

CS: What was your first 
impression of Dr. Franklin? 
RB: His bedside manner left 
much to be desired. He was dri- 
ven, a perfectionist, hard on himself 
and other people . . . didn’t have much 
of a sense of humor, all business, no 
play, workaholic, consumed, obsessed 
with his job, finding his self-esteem 
within what he does for a living. Like all of us. 
CS: What do you think you brought to the role 
that wasn’t written? 

RB: What | hope to have brought to him is a 
complexity. That there is something beyond 
what you are seeing. He’s not a perfect guy, 
but the reason that he works 12-15 hours a 
day is that he wants to save lives, so you kind 
of forgive him for his failings. 

CS: How do you think that Dr. Franklin has 
changed? 

RB: He has changed. The first year, you got to 
see him as the person he wants people to see 
him as, the sides he wants the outside world to 
see (very protective, very on top of things). 
Gradually, as we've gotten to know the man, 
you see some cracks in the armor; that he 
doesn't have it all together. 

CS: How do you feel about the stims plot line

that your character is going through? 
RB: | played doctors on daytime soaps for so 
long that were perfect in every way. You never 
got to see the full human being, so | welcomed 
playing a doctor that is not “perfect”. | enjoy 
finding out why he has the drug problem, and 
other things about him that 
aren't so positive. Find out 
why is he like that? 
Which brings a little bit 
more complexity, | find 
it more challenging to 
play someone whose 
not so perfect. 


CS: How does work- 
ing on BABYLON 5 
compare to working 
on soaps? 

RB: It's a lot more of a family type unit, much 
more relaxed, you get to talk to the producers 
and the writers, it’s a little bit slower than day- 
time, it's not as predictable than daytime. | was 
watching today on one of the soaps the same 
story that | did five years ago, they're doing it 
again; probably with the same outcome, but on 
BABYLON 5, the outcome isn’t set in cement 
as much as daytime is. On BABYLON 5, you're 
not too sure what the ending is going to be, 
that's what | like about it. 

CS: What things would you like to see your 
character do in the future? 

RB: |'d like to see a little bit more comedy. | 
don’t know if there’s room to see the comedic 


side of Dr. Franklin, if there is any. But I'd like to 
investigate that, as an actor I'd like to go into 
that area. | don’t get to play much comedy, on 
stage | do, but not on television. I'd like to 
experiment with that. 

CS: What would you say is your favorite 
episode? 

RB: “Believers” is a nice episode, so is “GRO- 
POS". A couple of episodes this year are really 
good. | just like when | get out of the Medlab 
and deal with emotional storylines where | get 
to stretch. | liked “Confessions and 
Lamentations” too, anytime the doctor gets out 
of the Medlab. 

CS: Who are some of your 
so sd favorite guest stars? 

RB: Paul Winfield, because 
| watched him for so many 
years, and it was nice 

to finally get to work with 
him. A lot of the actors who 
come on, have been in the 
business for YEARS. They 
used to be major motion 
picture stars in the ‘50s 
and '60s and they have 
great stories to tell. What | 
try to do, when | see some- 
one that | know and have 
watched their career, | like 
to talk to them and pick 
their brain as to what they 
think of the business. | don’t 
really have a favorite. 

CS: What is the best part 
of your experience working 
on BABYLON 5? 

RB: Coming to work. You 
know, in this business, 
when you get on a series, you could be working 
from six in the morning to twelve o'clock at 
night, sometimes one or two in the morning, 
depending on who you are working for. On this 
show, | haven't been on the set after seven thir- 
ty at night in the two and a half years that I've 
been here. As an actor, you have your personal 
life and you enjoy your job, but the best thing 
about BABYLON 5 is the hours and the people 
you work with. It’s not like ER or soaps, where 
you're there until one, two o'clock in the morn- 
ing. When | come to the set, | enjoy it, some- 
times l'm “ready to get out,” but most of the 
times it’s great. Here they're not going to work 
you fourteen hours a day. D Tom Bateman

England at the time, had been faxed the renewal news by John Copeland. 
When Joe appeared on stage that Saturday he teased the audience with 


the announcement, not letting on right away if it was good or bad news. 
Last month Joe made a reply to a question posted on AOL which asked 
if it was possible to wrap up the story arc if B5 was not renewed. 
“After the conclusion of this season, there are basically 3 major move- 
ments remaining in the symphony (for lack of a better description). They fit 
comfortably in 2 seasons, leaving room to do the usual routine of starting 


each season with 4-5 standalones, and layering in other standalones along 
the way, some non-arc personal stories, and so on. 


“If they came to me, put a gun to my head and said, ‘Okay, year four is 
it, wrap it up,’ yes, it could be done. You just yank out the standalones and 
interstitial stuff | put between major movements, and shove the three 


pieces together. It’s not what I'd *prefer*, obviously it could be done.”

MO: People were very nice to me. 
lt was like old home week. Very 
friendly. Very nice indeed. 

T42: | understand that some of 
the guest stars from “Babylon 
Squared”, Tim Choate and Kent Broadhurst, 
were in the episode. 

MoO: It was great to see them. Tim is a wonder- 
ful actor. 

TA2: The basic plot, without giving anything 
away, (Michael laughs) is that Ambassador ..

T^42: Do you think that his experience with the 
Minbari was a major event in his life? 

MO: Yes, | think so. It’s come out already, and

TA2: How do you think this sea- 
son is going? 

MoO: | think things are going 

well and Bruce does a bang-up 
job. . . an excellent job. 

TA2: Do you have anything going 
on these days? 

MH: Besides being the voice for Volvo 
as the back up guy to Donald Sutherland, | have 
made a lot of public appearances. | will be in 
Williamsport in May and England in June.

about. He's the best. | have always called him 
the real commander. He makes it work week 
after week. He's an extraordinary man. 
TA2: What did you think of Sheridan’s Minbari 
ship, the White Star? 
MO: lIt was tough to work in. . . it looks great. 
It is an enclosed space which makes it tough to 
get angles. We had some tough days. But the 
audience will like the result. They have a great 
set this season called the War Room which is a 
wonderful set. 
TA2: Is Sinclair married or 
connected in these episodes? 
MO: He was an exotic dancer 
for a while but he didn't find 
fulfillment in that either so he 
took the spiritual route. (laughs) 
It will be difficult for him to date 
after you see the shows. He 
may find a woman who will go 
along with all this but | think It will 
be awfully hard.

Si Fi Dreamin’ was a small convention pre- 
sented on the campus of Lycoming College in 
Williamsport, PA. This was the first convention 
of this kind in the area and it had a little some- 
thing for everyone. Events included a balloon-a- 
thon, where large Macy Parade balloons were 
on display in the gymnasium, a karate demon- 
stration was given, “The Gathering” - the B5 
pilot movie was shown, and dealers from 
Pennsylvania, New York and Virginia gathered. 
Some wonderful artwork was displayed by 
AirBrush Art and Hasson Productions. The B5 
poster done by John Collado at AirBrush is out- 
standing and | just had to add it to my collection. 
Others vendors brought in models, cards, 
comics, t-shirts and a wide range of pictures, 
posters and other collectibles. 

This was our first attempt at conventioning. It 
proved, over and over, friends make all the differ- 
ence in the world. Last October, two good 
friends got me involved in their little endeavor of 
bringing a convention to Williamsport, PA. For 
that | will be ever grateful. Thanks Yvonne and 
Teresa! A new friend, Mark, helped us out enor- 
mously. He sent us names of vendors to con- 
tact, ideas’to explore, etc. We learned a lot - 
probably the understatement of the century. 
Conventions will never be the same again!!! 

Enough about our early convention adven- 
tures. So where's the B5 parts! For me, the 
best part of the convention was the acting semi- 
nar conducted by Michael O'Hare a.k.a. 
Commander Sinclair. As he pointed to me and 
told me to take one of the two chairs on stage 
and relax, | was wondering how | had gotten 
myself into this mess. | was petrified, the the- 
ater was cold and | was afraid my teeth would 
chatter so much that poor Walt (my partner on 
stage) wouldn't be able to hear what | was say- 
ing. But | was in luck, Walt was even more petri- 
fied than | was. Michael tried to relieve some of

his year Odyssey Trek was a small but inti- 

mate affair. The dealers’ room had a wide 
variety of merchandise (mostly Trek) and some 
great deals. Best of all, there were no long line- 
ups. In the autograph lines the stars (which also 
included Lisa Ryder who played Detective Tracy 
Vetter on Forever Knight) took time to talk to 
fans at length, and there was no limit on how 
many autographs you could ask for.

Richard Biggs has played a lot of doctors. 
Before coming to BABYLON 5, he played Dr. 
Hunter on the soap opera Days of Our Lives. 
Richard describes Dr. Hunter as such a “nice 
guy . . . | just want to vomit.” He claims that 


his tension by giving him a shoulder message, 
but that didn't work. He then stood behind Walt, 
took his arms and crossed them over his chest 
and physically lifted him off the stage. That 
worked a little, but what did the trick was having 
Walt fall backwards into Michael's outstretched 
arms. It took a lot for him to trust that Michael 
wouldn’t drop him, but after about the third 
time, Walt was relaxed. Michael then left the

stage and we sat in the center of a stage set up 
in round format and stared into each other's 
eyes, repeating phrases like “You have nice eyes” 
and “You have brown hair.” This may sound sim- 
ple, but it really isn't. You have to concentrate on 
what you are supposed to say, but try to get 
some reaction from your partner. Luckily we 
weren't first on stage, so we knew a little of 
what was expected and what Michael was look- 
ing for in the way of a response. It was not just 
the words being spoken, it was the way in which 
they were spoken, the body language associated 
with the words, the changing facial expressions. 
As we sat there, for what seemed like forever, 
Michael was off-stage watching our every move 
and listening intently. He seemed to be enjoying 
himself and | hope he had as much fun with the 
class as we did. Michael even extended the ses- 


sion to two hours so that more people could par- 


ticipate. 
Everyone came away with an enjoyment of the 


time spent in that theater. Everyone that had been 


on stage stood around afterwards and just talked 
for a long while. I'd never done anything like that 
before, but | think I'd like to try it again sometime. 


besides the 16-year-old virgin on Days, Hunter 
was the only character who never had a love 
affair. By the end of his stay on the soap, he 
says he just phoned in Dr. Hunter's lines. 

Richard figures he has been typecast as a 
doctor because he looks like he knows what he’s 
saying when spouting medical technobabble. In 
fact, he's sure B5-creator Joe Straczynski 
makes up big words just to try and trip him up. 
So far, “Believers” is his favorite episode, but 
“GROPOS” is a close second. 

Richard hopes the subplot of Dr. Franklin's 
stim addiction is over soon because he’s tired of 
looking strung out. He has to spend more time 
in make-up to get that haggard look. 

Unlike many actors, he likes being part of an 
ensemble cast and enjoys the days he gets off 
when not needed on the set - he spends them 


The charities of the convention were the big 
winners that weekend, SFD was supporting 
Habitat for Humanity and raised over $3000. 
Many cast members from B5 sent in auto- 
graphed photos and they became part of the 
charity auction. Michael raised over $800 for 
Hale House (an AlDs care facility for children) 
and PETA (an organization concerned with the 
ethical treatment of animals) through his special 
autograph sessions. He also auctioned off his 
script from Part 1 of “War” for $400. 

| shared a discussion group with Louise Kleba 
(a payload engineer with McDonnell Douglas at 
NASA) on how the story and character of B5 
has changed from the pilot to the present 
episode. Most of us had seen both parts of 
“War Without End” and it was interesting to talk 
about how the overall framework had changed 
from “The Gathering”. Everyone agreed that the 
characters and the station were people and 
places they could identify with. These fictional 
characters had become real to us — not just indi- 
viduals on a space station. We are what hap- 
pens to them. To me, this is what sets BABY- 
LON 5 apart from other TV shows. It has depth, 
complexity and continuity. 

Michael gave two talks over the weekend. 
Since it was Memorial Day, he asked everyone to 
stand in silence for 60 seconds in memory of 
those who died in service to their country. He 
also wanted to acknowledge those that currently 
serve in the Armed Forces. Michael has two 
brothers in the Navy and he's quite proud of 
them. He answered questions about going back 
to BABYLON 5 and doing “War Without End” - 
what was it like working with Bruce Boxleitner, 
etc. Michael said that he had enjoyed working 
with everyone on the set. They had been very 
gracious and he was grateful for the opportunity 
to do the story. 

There was so much going on, it was hard to 
believe how quickly that 48-hour period had run 
by. It might have been a small convention, but 
everyone had worked very hard to make it an 
experience no one would forget.

e Bruce Boxleitner (Capt. John Sheridan) first 


came on the set with an “I'm the new kid on the 
block.

The 
natives of Denver were welcoming and friendly. 
The convention was very well organized, with an 
excellent line up of guests. The hotel was sump- 
tuous and well accustomed to facilitating a con- 
vention which attracted a few thousand people 
during the weekend. 

| arrived late Thursday evening, after an 
eleven hour flight from London. Denver 
International Airport is the most intricate archi- 
tectural structure I've ever seen, looking like a 
row of giant circus tents strung together.

pee pass by in the Zocalo as G'Kar loudly denounces the Centauri 
occupation of Narn. He warns the other alien races that if Centauri 
aggression is left unchecked they will be the next victims. Another Narn 
questions the wisdom of this demonstration, but G'Kar reassures him, 
“They must know that our voice can still be heard; in the streets, in their 
sleep! We must keep reminding the others that WE EXIST! WE ARE STILL 
HERE!!!” As he leaves to attend to a meeting, Vir observes silently from 
above. 

Delenn finds Ambassador Kosh awaiting her in a corridor. The Vorlon 
emissary announces that they have sent for an Inquisitor. When she asks 
why, he explains, “To be sure about you. You will submit to his authority.” 
When Delenn asks how she will know, the Vorlon replies ominously, “You 
will know, if you survive.” 

In his office, Sheridan tries to understand the unusual nature of Delenn’s 
request. Reluctantly, she, with Lennier’s help, explains that with the great 
conflict that is soon to come, Kosh and the Vorlons wish to be certain that 
Delenn is the right person for the fight ahead. “If you do the right thing for 
the wrong reason, the work becomes tainted, impure, and ultimately self- 
defeating. Ambassador Kosh wishes confirmation that the right people are 
in the right place at the right time.” She urges Sheridan not to interfere, “l 
have made the decision of my own free will. What | must do, | must do 
alone.” 

G'Kar entertains a Mr. Chase in his quarters. Chase is an arms dealer, 
and he offers a weapons package for the fledgling Narn resistance. With 
considerable reluctance, G'Kar agrees to the inflated prices, but warns 
Chase that the money used to purchase the weapons came from the blood 
of thousands of Narns, and that if it was stolen or otherwise misused, “Be 
assured that even if your body may be found, it could never be identified 
from what's left.” 

Lt. Corwin reports that the jumpgate has activated, allowing a Vorlon 
transport to exit, and that it is not Ambassador Kosh who is arriving. 
Ivanova notifies Sheridan, who waits in the docking bay. Out of the dark- 
ness, the persistent tapping of a cane is heard, then footsteps. Sheridan 
watches as a man wearing a Victorian era suit and top hat emerges into 
his presence. “I believe | am expected,” he says. 

Sheridan escorts the man through a causeway above the Zocalo. The 
man is short and evasive with his answers to the captain. He looks down 
on the crowd activity, commenting that nothing has changed. Sheridan 
refuses to allow him to meet Delenn until he answers some questions. 
“You're not ready for the truth,” he warns before explaining that the 
Vorlons had indeed been to Earth, and in fact had been everywhere. “The 
Vorlons ARE. My name is Sebastian. | resided at 14B Harrisford Lane in 
London in the Year of our Lord 1888. | was found by the Vorlons, taken, 
transported, and brought into their service. They told me everything about 
everything, and the scales fell from my eyes, and they were opened to a 
universe of majesty and terror that you could never imagine. They call upon 
me when | am needed, and preserve me when | am not. And they have 
called upon me NOW, for this interrogation,” he explains, and with that 
refuses to divulge anything else. 

Garibaldi confronts G'Kar about the arms he is beginning to acquire. The 
former ambassador offers no excuse, and the security chief warns him not 
to conduct the operations on the station. Frustrated, G'Kar agrees to com- 
ply, and with that Garibaldi offers an arrangement for the arms shipments 
to be conveyed through a remote transfer point. When G'Kar asks why he 
has helped, the security chief says, "Because you didn't lie to me.“ 

Despite Sheridan's warnings, Delenn proceeds to an area in Grey 19. A 
pair of manacles appear, and Sebastian's voice instructs her to put them 
on. When she does, he explains that she is free to remove them, but that 
doing so would mean admitting failure and defeat. After Delenn accepts 
the conditions, Sebastian appears and paces around her menacingly. “Who 
are you?” he asks. First offering her name, and then her title, she is quickly 
punished for giving answers that he deems unacceptable. “Who are you?” 
he continues to ask as he chastises Delenn for her lack of insight. He 
warns her that many have stood before his inquisition, and that all have 
failed the test. He remarks at their folly and arrogance, qualities that he

accuses Delenn of having in abundance. “You have 
the audacity to presume that you are on a mission 
from God! Embarked upon a holy cause! | don't 
believe it! And by the time you leave here, neither 
will you!” 

In a corridor, Vir rushes into an elevator to 
escape a Centauri merchant seeking favors from 
Londo. Catching his breath, he suddenly notices 
the other passenger, G'Kar, who is glaring at him. 
Vir at first tries to move away. Stammering, he 
attempts to apologize for what has happened, and 
that he tried to stop it, but no one listened to him. 
G'Kar remains silent until he steps from the eleva- 
tor. Turning around, he brandishes a dagger and 
slices his wrist and holds it out to Vir. “Dead. 
Dead. Dead. Dead. Dead. How do you apologize to 
them?” he asks. Vir has no answer, and G'Kar 
says, “Then | cannot forgive,” and walks away. 
Sebastian mocks Delenn relentlessly, scolding her 
for believing that she is so important that the uni- 
verse would stop everything to save her, simply because she has a destiny. 
She responds that everyone has a destiny, but that many fail to see it, 
because they are taught to believe that they are not important. “Taught by 
people like me? Perhaps, but are we destroyers of dreams, or protectors 
of the public good?" Sebastian muses. “Call out, Delenn! Call out to the uni- 
verse! If it hears you, surely it will respond? Call out!” Tapping his cane, the 
manacles emit a searing pain and she screams. Gleefully, he waits for the 
universe to come to her rescue. “Silence! A silence as profound as when 
the whale swallowed Jonah!" Despite his interrogation, she continues to 
hold onto the belief that she is meant to be where she is, but for what rea- 
son, she doesn't know. Finally she admits that perhaps she may be wrong 
in this assumption. Stunned, Sebastian allows her a brief respite. 

In a meeting of the free Narn on Babylon 5, G'Kar outlines the resis- 
tance efforts that he has begun to organize. Despite G'Kar’s reassurances, 
several others voice their lack of confidence and ask him to step aside. 
G'Kar offers to make good on a promise to get word from the homeworld 
about their families, and if he fails, then he will step aside. 

Sebastian continues onward, goading Delenn to admit her own failures. 
Battered but determined, Delenn attempts to persevere, even as he 
resorts to outright torture. “Who are you?” he continues to ask over and 
over again, but Delenn knows of no correct answer. 

G'Kar informs Garibaldi and Sheridan of his situation. Getting a message 
from the homeworld seems to be the only way to keep his people under 
control. After G'Kar leaves, Sheridan decides that it’s time to get the 
Rangers involved to help. Besides, because they already know G'Kar, it 
would be best to have him remain in control of the Narns on B5. 

Lennier rushes over to find Delenn lying on the floor in Grey 19. She 
cannot understand the constant interrogation but knows that she must 
endure this, otherwise she will have failed Kosh and everyone. Delenn begs 
him to leave quickly, but he refuses to go without her. The tapping of a 
cane signals Sebastian's return, and Lennier reluctantly obeys her pleas. 
Quickly, he finds Sheridan and beseeches him to defy Kosh, for he fears 
that the Inquisitor is going to kill Delenn if he’s not stopped. 

In Grey 19, Delenn shrieks in agony as her whole body is enveloped in 
pain. As she crumples to the floor, Sebastian looks over her without emo- 
tion. “I'm afraid this isn’t going to work out for you, Delenn! It’s not really 
your fault! You were doomed from the moment of your birth,” he remarks 
as the hatch opens, and in comes Sheridan, brandishing a PPG. “And the 
final player in our little drama arrives at last,” he says as Sheridan orders 
him to leave her alone. With one tap of his cane, a great force throws 
Sheridan up against the wall, knocking him senseless. Sebastian glares 
over him, “Your turn now.” 

Sheridan finds himself shackled with manacles. He looks at Sebastian 
defiantly as the Inquisitor mocks him, “But you're not just a dreamer; 
You're a soldier!” he says with contempt. He asks how far Sheridan is will- 
ing to go, how much he is willing to sacrifice in the war that is ahead. The 


Captain tells him to go to Hell, to which Sebastian replies, “This is Hell, 
Captain, and you are its chief damned soul!” 

He continues his interrogation relentlessly, “What about the people that 
you call friends? Are you willing to sacrifice them?” He punctuates each 
question with a wave of his cane, and Sheridan cries out in pain with each 
stroke. “What about your family?! What about your God?! What about 
truth?! What about blood?! What about right?! What about wrong?! What 
about your future?! What about fate?! What about sin?! What about Hell?! 
What about death?! What about eternity?!” 

“ENOUGH!!!” Delenn screams, “Your quarrel is with me! Let him go!” 

“And what is he to you?” asks Sebastian. 

“None of your concern,” says Delenn. 

“Don't listen to him, Delenn, just get the Hell out of here, now! Go on!” 
shouts Sheridan. 

“You would trade your life for his? | thought you had a destiny?” the 
Inquisitor asks Delenn, who responds, “If | fall, another will take my place! 
This is my cause! One life or a billion, it’s all the same!” 

"Then you make the sacrifice willingly. No fame, no armies or banners or 
cities to celebrate your name. You will die alone and unremarked, and for- 
gotten,” Sebastian warns. 

“This body is just a shell. You cannot touch me. You cannot harm me. 
I'm not afraid,” Delenn says with strength and conviction. With a wave of 
his cane, Sebastian disappears, as do the pain-giving manacles. Stunned, 
Delenn and Sheridan comfort each other. Making their way to the hatch, it 
opens to reveal Sebastian, who tells them that they can go, and that they 
have both passed the inquisition. 

“How do you know the Chosen Ones? No greater love hath a man, that 
he lay down his life for his brother. Not for millions, not for glory, not for 
fame for one person, in the dark, where no one will ever never know, or 
see. | have been in the service of the Vorlons for centuries looking for you; 
Doigenes with his lamp, looking for an honest man willing to die for all the 
wrong reasons. At last, my job is finished, yours is just beginning. When 
the Darkness comes, know this: You are the right people, in the right 
place, at the right time.” With that, Sebastian the Inquisitor leaves them 


alone. 

Later, Sheridan ponders what has just happened. He asks Ivanova to 
research Earth records. He relays the clues that Sebastian gave about his 
origin in London. Remarking that it may take a while, Ivanova goes to work. 

A group of Narns huddle around a vid monitor. They are heartened and 
encouraged to see a message from home, and that many of their family 
members have survived. Turning to G'Kar, they pledge their loyalty to him, 
which he gratefully accepts. 

Sheridan opens the hatchway to the Vorlon transport and sees 
Sebastian off personally. Before going, he tells the Inquisitor that he had 
done research confirming that he had lived in London in 1888. Also, the 
records indicated that he had mysteriously vanished without a trace on the 
day after the last of a series of murders that had occurred in London's 
East End. 

“I was found by the Vorlons. They showed me the terrible depth of my 
mistake. My crimes, my presumption. | have done four hundred years of 
penance in their service, a job for which they said | was ideally suited. Now, 
perhaps, they will finally let me die,” he says with a touch of remorse. 

“| think that might be wise,” Sheridan remarks. Sebastian acknowledges 
him, then walks toward the transport. 

"Good luck to you in your holy cause, Captain Sheridan," he says 
without looking back. “May your choices have better results than mine; 
Remembered not as a messenger, remembered not as a reformer, not as 
a prophet, not as a hero, not even as Sebastian, remembered only as 
Jack."

“A-Z of Babylon 5” is a great book. It is 


available in the United States. However, if you 
have Internet access and a credit card, they 
can be had. The books, reviewed below, can be 
ordered from the Internet Bookshop at URL: 
http: //www.bookshop.co.uk/. (The IBS car- 
ries thousands of books, including many that 
are available in the US, so be careful when 
ordering!) IBS will charge your credit card in 
Pounds, and your credit card company will do 
the conversion and charge you in US Dollars. 
When | placed my order the exchange rate 
was around $1.50 = 1 Pound. IBS ships very 
quickly, and | had my books about 2 weeks 
after placing the order.

A-Z of Babylon 5, by David Bassom, 
Boxtree/Dell Publishing. Cost: $13.50

Creating Babylon 5, by David Bassom/J.M.

Babylon 5, by J.M. Straczynski & Mark

“Babylon 5” was the most disappointing of 
the lot. It is merely a compilation of the first 
four issues of the B5 comic. (Which do consti- 
tute a complete story.) They didn't even publish 
the individual covers! On the otherhand, if you 


digest size, 370 pages, with a glossy photo 
section in the middle. As the name implies, this 
is a BS dictionary. Just about every term, 
place, person or thing mentioned in the show 
is listed with a comprehensive definition. There 
is also a cross reference to episodes, novels 
and comics. The information presented is cur- 
rent thru the third season episode “A Day In 
The Strife”. The twelve photos in the center 
section are either full- or. half-page size. They 
are all in color, and are of excellent quality. 

“Creating Babylon 5” is even better. This is 
an oversize (8.5" x 11") book, chock-full of 
interesting background information about the 
series. It includes a forward by JMS, and lots 
of information from the cast and crew. It is 
printed on semi-glossy paper, and alternates 
text with color and black and white photos. The 
photos are typically half-page or quarter-page, 
with a few full-page. About one third of them 
are color. The book is 128 pages. It makes an 
excellent companion to “A-Z of Babylon 5”.
